It is yet too soon to make a just esti- 
mate of the greatness and grandeur of 
the character of General Grant. He 
who will be able to do this must live 


apart from the age in which Grant lived, 


must look backward from future geuer- 


ations in order to take in with compre- 
hensive clearness the fully rounded 
completeness of the life which has just 


close’. Bat even now the world holds 
him high and has given to him a place 
that is second to none of the great 


coatent to do his duty without observa- 
tion. He was satisfied with the con- 
sciousness of well-doing. A desire for 
self-exaltation and for the world's praise 
never entered into the motives controll- 
ing his actions. Hus principles were as 
firm as the granite hilis;-and, let him 
feel confident that his course of action 
was the right one, no amount of vitu- 
peration or of iil-jadged censure would 
bave a feather’s weight in swaying him 
from bis course. True as the needle to 
the pole, so true was General Grant in 
what he adjudged to be the right.

Every step that he led after taking com- 
mand of the armies of the Union, was 
but a step further towards victory and 
peace. No important battle was ever 
lost by him, and no destructive defeat 
was ever encountered. His self-poise 
was marvelous. He was never dazzled 
by power; never overcome by adulation 
or flattery; never uplifted by praise; 
never puffed up with pride. Whether 
as the leader of the greatest armies of 
modern times, the ruler of one of the 
leading nations of the earth, or as the 
honored guest of mighty monarchs and 
empires, we find him always the same— 
’ grand in bis simplicity, in his unassum - 
ing modesty, in his gentleness of man- 
ner, in bis kindliness and self-forgétful- 
In his domestic hie he was an ex- 
emplar. No catés of state, no perplexi- 
‘ties of power, no love of pleasure, no 
siren voice of fiattery, no charm of 
youthful beauty. no intoxication of suc- 
cess, ever led him to waver for a mo- 
ment from his duty and his devotion to 
those whom he loved.
